A paper, an abstract of which is given below, was read by Mr. F. 
Graham Ansell. 

Water in the Brewei'y. 

By F. Graham Ansell, F.C.S. 

The author dealt with tho subject of water in malting and brewing, 
principally from the point of view of its saline constituents. He 
summarised the results of J. B. Reidmann, published in a paper read 
before the Society of Chemical Industry in 1894. He then passed to 
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the influence of boiling on waters containing different saline matters, 
and discussed various methods of heating. 

The deposition of scale on boilers, etc., and methods for its removal 
was discussed at length, and somo consideration was given to the 
question of water softening. 

A discussion followed the reading of the paper, in which the 
Chairman and Mr. A. J. Murphy took part. 
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
